VII. It is a great damage to the Univerſiries- 
Becanſe while ſo many Livings are engroſſed in- 
1 to the Hands of Pluraliſts, it hereby comes to 
1 paſs, that abundauce of Learned and Worthy 
Men, who have been bred up at Uxſerd and 
Cambridge, are wholly ſhut out from having any 
at all, and after they have by long Study and 
hard 1 ahour made themſelves fit in -an 'Eminent 
Degree to ſerve the Church, for want of Em- 
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at nothing elſe, hut to receive the. profits, this 
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them. And indeed when Miniſters make no
